Business on Euclid? 


‘New Look’ Given 
To Business Area 
By City Planner 


Extension of the east side of 
Euclid avenue in the business zone 
and development of a plan for 
the full use of the proposed off 
street auto parking area on First 
and Third avenues are features 
of a tentative proposal being pre- 
pared by the staff of Simon Eis- 
ner, city planning consultant. 

If and when the parking lot 
proposal is realized, it might be 
possible to either prohibit or min- 
imize the use of downtown Second 
avenue as a thoroughfare and to 


encourage business firms to de- 
velop rear entrances to their 
stores from the First and Third 


avenue parking lots. 
PREPARES REPORT 

Lyle Stewart, planning  tech- 
nician with Mr. Eisner, is devot- 
ing much of his time in the prep- 
aration of a proposed revision of 
the business zone. Recommenda- 
tions may be submitted to the 
planning commission at an early 


date. An informal report on the 
enlarged business area was re- 
cently discussed with the city 
planners. 


“It is our belief the Euclid ave- 
nue frontage should be opened for 
business,” Mr. Stewart said and 
he mentioned the property of the 
Upland Lumber & Milling Co. as 
being suitable for a quality retail 
outlet rather than its present use. 

Extension of the business area 
to include the west side of FEu- 
clid from the Santa Fe to the 
Pacific Electric right-of-ways had 
been informally suggested some 
months ago. Mr. Stewart said the 
west side was not at present in- 
cluded in the proposed business 
area development. 

ASSESSMENT DISTRICT 

In the meantime, additional sig 
natures are being obtained on pe- 
titions for the creation of a park- 
ing assessment district to include 
all of the so-called “central busi- 
ness area’. Owners of land with- 
in this area will be obligated to 
pay the cost of acquisition of land 
for use in the off-street, free auto 
parking plan.

TWO FACTS ON POST-ELECTION 


At least two local facts prevail as the result of last week's 
elections: 

This city will not be directly represented on the San Ber- 
nardino county board of supervisors for the first time in 36 
years. 

A vacancy will exist on the Upland city council. 





It was in 1918 when the late C. E. Grier of Upland was 
elected a county supervisor. He served continuously—and 
with an outstanding and distinguished record—until his death 
in 1944, Will R. Mason of Upland was appointed his successor. 

Mr. Mason was re-elected in 1946 and 1950 and was de- 
feated last week by Dan D. Mikesell of Ontario. The new 
term begins early next month. 

It is unusual for one community to have such a direct re- 
presentation on the county’s legislative body for more than a 
third of a century. 

We can forecast a long tenure for Mr. Mikesell. Two good 
men were in the finals for the county post and by a majority 
of less than 1,000 votes he was elected. Just as his predeces- 
sors faced many problems and served with good judgment 
and fairness, Mr. Mikesell is qualified to establish an envia- 
ble record as a public official. Those who supported him 
and those of us who did not, look to him for strong represen- 
tation and courageous leadership. 


The scene of public service will change for Eugene G. 
Nisbet from the Upland city hall to the state assembly legis- 
lative hall in Sacramento. Voters throughout the seventy- 
second assembly district gave Upland’s mayor a larger field 
of service. 

And already there is talk as to who might succeed him on 
the Upland city council. It will be next January before he 
becomes an assemblyman, but local people: have intense 
local interest in local affairs. Speculation on his successor is 
therefore, natural, even though a trifle early. 

Mr. Nisbet will be a far better state official because of his 
knowledge and experience gained as an Upland city coun- 
cilman since 1940. He will be a very able spokesman for us 
here and throughout his large. district. Upland is honored in 


being able to send such a capable representative to Sacra- 
mento, 


BRIDGE RAILINGS ... AND DEATH 


How to protect the school children and other pedestrians 
crossing the Ramona freeway at Euclid, Sultana and Campus 
avenues has been a real concern of local officials. 

Admittedly, the railings along the bridge are low. On 
several occasions this fact has been emphasized by Upland 
city officials to state. highway officials. School crossing guards 
are employed to protect the youngsters. 

How do the state officials feel about it? This is a portion 
veh letter from a highway engineer to the Upland city coun- 
cil: 

“There are many thousands of bridges in the state on the 
highway system. School children must of necessity cross a 
high percentage of these bridges daily. There have been 
only a few isolated cases where such railings have been the 
subject of complaints that there was a hazard to the school 
children. 

“As you know the great American boy likes to exhibit his 
climbing prowess. Making a rail higher or more difficult to 
climb serves merely as a challenge to his adventuresome 
spirit.... We have no immediate plans for changes in the de- 
sign of our bridge rails in Upland or elsewhere in the state.” 

... And so Upland can expect to continue from now on to 
pay for school crossing guards. What happens to the young- 
sters on other than school days is apparently of no concern 
to the engineers. 

Local people are justified in resenting the cool answers 
given the repeated requests for consideration. 

Upland and Ontario officials have, notified the state high- 
way commission the two cities are willing to install improved 
rails at local expense. All that is needed is permission to do 
so, but apparently the engineers want nothing done to their 
création. 


This community does not like the cold reception given to 
a critical situation. 


LIVING DANGEROUSLY 


The problem of just keeping alive from day to day seems 
to be getting knottier. 

The other day an eastern heart specialist, Dr. Percy Stocks, 
said the people who are most nearly immune to heart trou- 
ble are farm workers. He credits the open air exercise. 

However, if everybody hit for the farm, matters might be 
worse. There wouldn't be enough jobs to go around. Idle- 
ness makes for tension and fretfulness—which can bring a 
heart attack. 

Even if you get a farm job, quit smoking and watch your 
health like a hawk, the chances are an accident will get you. 

For each American, according to figures released at an 
Oakland safety conference, there is one chance in eight he 
will be hurt in an accident within the next year—and one 
chance in seven he will ultimately die by violence in some 
form. 

Apparently, all a man can do is see his doctor regularly, 


be as calm as he. can, :be as careful as he can—and hope for 
the best.
